California 
Farm Prices 
Steady To Lower 


SACRAMENTO — Prices receiv- 
led by California farmers as of 
July 166, 1966 were mostly steady 
to lower than a month earlier ac- 
cording to the California Crop and 
Livestock Reporting service. 
Wheat and grapefruit prices ad- 
vanced sharply while corn, cotton, 
milkfat, broilers, eggs, and lemons 
also show gains over last month. 
Beef cattle, lambs and milk cows 
declined sharply, while moderate 
declines were reported for pota- 
toes, hay, hogs, wool and turkeys. 

Compared with a year ago July 
15 prices were quite variable. Sub- 
stantially higher prices were re- 
ceived for wheat, dry beans, hay, 
grapefruit, wool, calves, milk 
cows, chickens and eggs, while 
barley, flaxseed, oranges, lemons, 
hogs, milk and milkfat registered 
moderata gains. Offsetting were 
substantially to sharply lower 
prices for oats, sorghum grain, po- 
tatoes, cotton, beef cattle, lambs 
and. turkeys.
